January was another re¬ 
cord month for gasoline 
consumption in California. 

George R. Reilly, chair- 
nan, State Board of Equali¬ 
zation, announced that al¬ 
most 908 million gallons were 
distributed during the month 
— the first time January 
figures topped the 900 mil¬ 
lion gallon mark. 

Reilly reported that Jan¬ 
uary gallonage was 2.8 per 
cent higher than in Js.nuary 
1977, 7.1 per cent greater 
than January 1976, but 7.4 
per cent lower than the pre¬ 
ceding month of December 
1977. 

Gasoline distribution data 
show taxable sales by dis- 
tributors to retail outlets, 
brokers, and certain other 
distributors. Refiners, im- 
j porters, and wholesale dis¬ 
tributors pay Severn cents per 
I gallon tax on their distribu¬ 
tions to retailers.

Exemption 
By April 15 

Los Angeles County As- 
se.'isor Alexander H. Pope re¬ 
minds all .new homeowners 
that April 15 is the deadline 
for filing 1978 Homeowners’ 
Exemption Claim Forms. To 
be eligible for the Home- 
owners’ Exemption, a person 
must have owned and Uvod 
In his or her residersce on 
the March 1, 1978 lien date 

Pope stresses that the 
April 15 filing deadline for 
the Homeowners” Exemption 
applied only to persors u^o 
have acquired a home or con¬ 
dominium In the last year. 
He said that 206,239 Home- 
owners’ Exemption Forms 
were mailed to all eligible 
homeowners who had ac¬ 
quired title to property after 
March 1, 1977 but ois or be¬ 
fore March 1, 1978. To date, 
less than Half have been re¬ 
turned. 

All current recipients were 
mailed a Homeowners’ Ex¬ 
emption Termination/C o r - 
rection Card, for the purpose 
cf reporting an error In tne 
exemption information, or to 
notify the Assessor that they 
are no longer eligible for the 
Homeowners’ Exemption.

Having been working with 
the Engineer - Director of 
Public Works, it has been re- 
comentnded by that office 
that a decorative concrete 
block retaining wall from 
Coburn Avcmue to the Siera 
V'ista Park driveway be in¬ 
stalled. The estimated cost 
has been given by the en¬ 
gineering departm e n t as 
being $15,575. Of this amount 
$7,172 is for material. 

Resolution 78-13 was pass¬ 
ed by the Council it declar¬ 
ing the project as an emer¬ 
gency and allowing the staff 
to proceed to pi-otect the 
City. Councilman Adams is 
to meet with President Simp¬ 
son and acting City Admin¬ 
istrator to come up with re¬ 
commendations for a porma 
nent .solution and costs in¬ 
volved should alte r n a t e 
plans be developed. 

It has long been the con¬ 
tention of some members of 
the City Council that the 
Planning Commis.slon, lor 
more expertise and input, 
that the membership should 
be returned to seven mem¬ 
bers.

The People Must Know

Keep them scared and confus^. The key provision in 
the legislators' Behr bill on property tax reduction, reads 
ag follows. 

Section 10. 2261 (a) The maximum property tax rate 
wihich may be levied by, or on behalf of, a local agency 
on owner • occupledi dwellings shall be a property tax 
rate which. If applied to common dwellings on the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year’s secured roll would produce an amount 
of property tax revenue equal to the amount which would 
have been received In the prior fiscal year had the prior 
year’s secured tax rate for owner - occupied dwellings been 
applied to the prior year’s assessed value of common 
dwellings adjusted to the percentage change in the price 
deflator.” 

If this paragraph is not designed to make it impos¬ 
sible for the citizens to understand, I do not know what 
other purpose it could be for. I tried to find a legislator 
who could explain it to me, but none could. 1 can not 
comprehend it myself. 

In San Diego, Governor Jerry Brown opened his cam¬ 
paign for re election with the announcement he was going 
to run against Howard Jarvis and Proposition 13. I thougiht 
this was a bit wierd, because I am not a candidate for 
Governor or any other office, nor am I gong to be. 

The Governor’s statement reminded me of William 
Hale Thompson’s campaigns for re-election as Mayor of 
Chicago.

Also wierd is the new alliance between giant indus¬ 
trial magnates and the public employees to raise and 
spend millions to defeat the people’s amendment to limit 
property taxes.

You May Be Next! 

Two residents of Imperial County have the dubious 
distinction of being the first of California’s motorists to 
get bills from the Department of Motor Vehicles for un¬ 
paid parking tickets. The names of the people were for¬ 
warded to DMV by the £3 Centro traffic coiul. One is a 
re&iident of Brawlcy and the other from E3 Centro. 

Under the new law which took effect on January 1, 
1978, the two are being notified they will toe unable to 
renew their vehicle registrations, which expire in April, 
until the violations are paid. 

Slharon Hemker, supervisor of DMV’s parking violation 
unit, says many more of the bills will be mailed in the 
near future. "As more and more traffic courts throughout 
the state convert to tlie program, we’ll be receiving thou- 
.sands of notices of those people who have outstanding 
parking violations,” she said. 

In addition to the n<M-mal registration renewal notice 
being mailed, people with unpaid parking violations will 
also receive a list of infractions. They can be paid either 
at DMV at the time of a vehicle registration renewal, or 
at the court. 

However, motorists are reminded that if the fine is 
paid at the court after the renewal notice has been is¬ 
sued;, a release must be scoured from the cowrt to give to 
DMV. If not, the department cannot renew'. The registra¬ 
tion can be renewed only upon payment of the fine to 
DMV or on receipt of the courts’ release. 

A two dollar fee per violation is included in the bill 
to cover the cost of processing by the department. 

With more than a million outstanding parking vio¬ 
lations recorded each year, it is expected that S15 million 
in revenue will be returned to cities and counties ag a 
result of the new law.

$366 Cut! 


The Legislature’s answer to tihe Jarvis - Gann Ini¬ 
tiative — SB 1 as signed by Governor Brown March 3 — 
will provide $1.4 billion in homeowner and renter relief 
in 1978-79 and a total of $6 billion in property tax relief 
through 1961-82. 

For the measure’s 30 per cent homeowner tax bill 
reductions and $75 renter credits to take effect, voters 
must both approve Proposition 8 on the June ballot, 
which authorizes separate tax rates for homeowners, and 
reject Proposition 13. the Jarvis - Gann initiative. 

Financed entirely out of current and future year state 
surplus tax funds, the measure by Senator Peter Behr 
(R-Inverness) will also impose property tax revenue limits 
to ensure that relief is not eroded away by new levels 
of taxation. 

Although the measure contains a statutory state 
revenue limit, the real control of state spending will come 
from the ongoing need to finance the 30 per cent home- 
owners’ tax out v/lthout other tax Increases. That will 
require the state to reduce new spending programs to 
a minimal level Indefniitely. 

The "average” California homeowner should receive 
some hing close to a $366 cut in his or her 1978-’79 prop¬ 
erty tax bill, under the provisions of SB 1 as signed by 
the governor. 

The "pre-SB-1” projected, statewide average tax rate 
for homeowners is $10.73; the typical California home is 
estimated to carry an assesseif market valuation of $52,500 
in 1978-79. Deducting the $7,000 homeowner’s exemption, 
and applying the rate of 25 per cent of the difference, 
produces an aveareg tax bill of $1,221 without enactment 
of SB 1 and an average tax bill of $855 under SB 1 pro¬ 
visions. for savings of $366.

‘■’The -working woman mar¬ 
ried, who plans to combine 
her benefits as a spouse .un¬ 
der her husband’s Social 
Security retirement with her 
own retirement benefits from 
federal, state, or local gov¬ 
ernment has probably had 
her future retirement cut 
about in half — if your work 
is not covered by Social Se¬ 
curity. After 1982, you will 
be forced to deduct your 
government retirement bene¬ 
fits from any Social Security 
benefits you are entitled to 
collect as a wife or widow.” 

Wives or husbands average 
$122 a month and widows or 
widowers .$223 in Social Se¬ 
curity benefits, so even a 
small retirement check wUf 
wipe out these benefits. Wo¬ 
men average one-third less 
than men — $327 to $593 — 
because they are paid less 
and have worked few e r 
yeai-s for government. Wives, 
then or widows will suffer 

'The only solution is to pro¬ 
test to Ccw^resslonal repre 
sentatives before the legtsla 
tion goes into effect; in 1982. 
In effect. Congress and the 
President have decldc^d that 
women have no vested right 
to benefits as wives and 
Tiothers even though they 
work and their husbands 
have paid Social Security 
taxes for many years.
